The  increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  found  to  bo  £if footed  with  tuberculosis 
is  probably  duo  to  several  causes.  Firstly,  farmers  are  now  encouraged  in.  various 
ways  to  " cull”  any  cows  which  are  not  giving  satisfactory  milk  production  or  are  not 
thriving.  Many  of  these  animals  are  found  to  have  signs  of  early  tuberculosis.

Secondly,  a latent  infuction  is  liable  to  bucomu  active  if  good  nutrition  is  not 
maintained-.  • There  ‘ seems  little  doubt  that  many  herds  have,  under  the  rationing 
svstem,  not  received  the  foods  necessary  to  mainted-n  full  hecJLth  and  resistance  to 
infection. 

The  weeding  out  of  ecvrly  tuberculosis  is  all  to  the  good  if  due  to  the 
first  cause,  but  is  to  be  viewed  in  a very  different  li^t  if  the  increase  is  mainly 
duo  to  malnutrition.  The  remarks  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his 
1941  annual  report  on  the  increase  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  humans  have  a 
distinct  bearing  on  this  problem. 

The  elimination  of  early  tuberculosis  from  the  dairy  herds  should  be 
encouraged  bv  every  possible  means  but  this  should  go  hand  in  hand  with  butter 
feeding  and’ housing  conditions,  so  that  healthy  animals  resistant  to,  and  free  from, 
disease  a,re  the  s^'le  source  of^thv^  country’s  milk  supply.

During  the  year  thirty-seven  clinics  \/ere  held  in  the  district.  These 
wore  spread  over  seven  areas  apart  from'  the  central  one  in  Bakewell.  After  the 
extraordinarily  good  response  among  school  children  the  previous  yean  it  is  hardly 
surprising  that  only  9b  in  this  group  attended.  In  the  under  five  group  276  completed 
immuni  s at  io  n . 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  percentages  of  those  immunised  were  86.92 
of  the  5—15  year  group  anH  67.76  of  the  0-5  year  group.
